Hot  Off  the  Press? 

All  of  the  work  that  goes  into  a  Folio  has  to  be  prepared  seven  weeks  in 
advance.  At  the  time  that  this  is  being  written,  therefore,  we  can  only  anticipate 
that  no  printing  or  editorial  difficulties  have  held  up  the  publication  of  the 
"Annual  Annual  1965."  By  the  time  you  read  this,  hopefully,  those  of  you  who 
reserved  the  Annual  Annual  have  received  your  copy  and  are  busy  recommending 
it  to  friends. 

The  "Annual  Annual  1965,"  KPFK's  first  major  publication,  may  provide  a 
partial  answer  to  whether  it  is  desirable  and  feasible  for  Pacifica  to  engage  in 
publishing  activities  as  well  as  broadcasting.  It  brings  you  in  permanent  form  a 
graphic  presentation  of  audio  material  which  was  first  heard  on  Pacifica  stations. 
In  one  section,  the  emerging  local  cultural  mystique  is  examined  by  the  lively 
spirits  whose  work  in  the  arts  is  bringing  Los  Angeles  international  attention. 
And  there  are  innovations.  The  book  may  turn  out  to  be  a  pacesetter.  The  sculp- 
tured acetate  cover  by  Larry  Bell  can  be  detached  and  displayed  as  a  "one  of  a 
kind"  work  of  art,  which  it  is.  The  photo  essays  by  Dennis  Hopper,  if  separately 
bound,  would  stand  as  an  independent  publication.
